“This unthinkable value, aggregat- 
; ing $2,000,000,000. shows that farms 
; have produced in two years wealth ex¬ 
ceeding the output of all the gold mines 
in the world since Columbos discovered 
America. This year’s product is more 
than six times the amount of the capi¬ 
tal stock of all the national banks; it 
lacks only three-quarters of a billion of 
dollars of the value of the manufac¬ 
tures of 1900, less the cost of materiah 
used; is three times the gross Mwmp 
from the operations of the railroads, 
and it is four times the value of ail the 
mineral products of the country.” 

The year 1904, the report states kept 
well up the average of exports of farm 
products during the time between 1689 
and 1903. and amounted to $869,000,006, 
while tho average for five years was 
nearly $865,000,000.

One day. when 480 miles to tbe south 
•f Cape Horn in tbe American brig 
Wanderer, we aigbted a derelict and | 
lowered a boat to give her an over¬ 
hauling. In making our way back we 
were caught in a squall and carried 
out of sight to leeward in ten minutes. 
There wasn’t over an hour of daylight 
left us when the squall came down, 
and when night fell the gusts had set¬ 
tled down iuto a steady gale. 

At about 6 o’clock each man snagged 
down to make himself as comfortable 
os possible, and it was an hour later 
when tbe roar of breakers came to our 
oars. Every one instantly divined that 
we were drifting down upon an Iceberg 
and that we were also perfectly help¬ 
less In the matter. We had lashed the 
oars together and flung them overboard , 
(or a drag to keep the boat's bead to I 
the sea. To have pulled in the drag 
would have been fatal. Before tbe 
oars could have been detached we 
should have been in tbe trough of tbe 
oea. Presently we drew nearer and 
could see tbe ghostly glare of tlie berg 
through the darkness. We .missed the 
northwest corner of it by not more 
than a hundred feet, and tbe spray of 
a recoiling wave half filled our craft. 

We drifted along the great Island of 
Ice for twenty minntes before reaching 
Its southern face, and then a current 
drew us Into the lee of it. and we 
knew that we were temporarily saved. 
We got in our drag and put out the 
oars, and after rowing nearly half a 
mile we found an inlet or bay making 
Into tbe t*erg and ran into it. This bay 
extended back into the berg a quarter 
of a mile and was about a hundred 
feet in width. It was like a great 
river flowing down to tbe sea between 
high cliffs. We were perfectly shelter¬ 
ed here, and by the light of the boot’a 
lantern we made a hearty meal off our 
provisions, and all turned in for a sleep. 

The weather was freezingly cold, but 
all were comfortably clad, and we bad 
the sail of the boat to cover us In. We 
could bear the wind bowling above ns 
and feel the berg tremble as the great 
waves flung tbeinaelves against the 
(ace. but every man bad a good sleep 
and woke un stoyt beartedln tbe morn¬ 
ing.

Tbe average man wbo shaves himself 
doesn't know bow to take care of bis 
rasor. despite all tbe advice that has 
been given to him in tbe public prints 
from time to time, says a writer in tbe 
8t. Louis Globe-Democrat. 

Be will get a good razor and use it 
day after day. then wonder why at tbe 
end of a short time It loee* Its edge, 
even though be strops it most careful¬ 
ly. ▲ razor needs brief intervals of 
rest or It will grow dull, no matter 
what efforts are made to keep It sharp. 

If you have a good razor, and It ap¬ 
pears to be losing Its edge. Jnst try a 
rest for It instead of ha vine it sharpen¬ 
ed up again. The chances are that 
when you put It into use again at the 
expiration of three or four days it will 
prove as sharp as If it bad been care¬ 
fully bofced. 

A man wbo shaves himself ought to 
have at least two razors and use these 
on alternate mornings; then, if his ra¬ 
zors are all right, be will have but lit¬ 
tle trouble with them. It Is also possi¬ 
ble to strop a razor too much. It should 
not be stropped for more than half a 
minute before shaving, and care should 
be taken never to bear heavily on tbe 
strop while doing this. Let tbe razor 
rest lightly on tbe leather, and tbe best 
results will be gained. 

After finishing a shave strop tbe ra¬ 
sor once more for a few seconds, and 
this will insure a much better condi¬ 
tion for iL 

How to S*rr* Oraafr Jolly. 

Care and a little time are needed to 
serve orange Jelly in tbe following 
way: Select even sized oranges and cut 
them in halves. Carefully remove the 
pulp, leaving the compartments unbro¬ 
ken. Fill every other space with a thin 
orange Jelly, poured in with a spoon, 
and put the shells on ice until tbe Jelly 
is firm. Then flB the empty compart¬

How to Hobo o Safety Pt« Holder. 

Take a piece of fancy silk—a Dres¬ 
den design will be prettier—twelve 
Inches long and eight inches wide and 
a piece' of white satin tbe same size, 
basting lightly to each piece of silk a 
piece of cotton batting tbe same size. 
Sprinkle the cotton generously with 
violet sachet powder and fold all even¬ 
ly together so that tbe silks are on tbe 
outside Take satin ribbons of the 
color predominating in the fancy silk 
and about an inch and a quarter wide 
and Mod all four edges neatly togeth¬ 
er, mitering the corners and Joining 
the ribbon Deatiy under one of tbe 
miterings. Sticky tbe white, satin side 
full of black and white safety pins of 
different sizes, placing them in rows.

Haw tm Makf Clearer late. 

Three eggs, a cupful of brown sugar, 
a half cupful of butter, a cupful of mo- 
lames, a half capful of sour or butter 
milk, a teaspoonful of baking soda, a 
scant teaspoonfui of cinnamon and gin¬ 
ger and Hour enough to handle; mix. 
roil out. cut out with a thimble and 
bake, putting them so far apart that 
they will not run together in tbe bak- 


The long shoulders of tbe moment 
sometimes give a lot of trouble to tbe 
amateur dressmaker. The correct way 
to fit them is to put tbe under part la 
first Tack tbe full portion of tbe 
sleeves into small plaits and make 
them perfectly fit tbe size of tbe arm¬ 
hole. Tbe effect is prettier If tbe 
plaits are loosened after the bolero la 
fitted; but, if desired, they can be left 
stitched for s few inches from the arm¬ 
hole. There are many devices for ob¬ 
taining the long shoulder effect with¬ 
out actually cutting the long seam, 
which Is so difficult- For exsmple. em¬ 
broidery and lace can be arranged so 
as to hsve tbe points running down 
over tbe top of tbe arm. and this will 
be found very effective. 


A very good preparation to try when 
tbe bands have become rough Is made 
of two ounces of spermaceti, two 
ounces of white wax and two ounces 
of sweet almond oil. Melt tbe three In 
gradients together over a gentle fire 
and add an ounce of camphor In shav¬ 
ings. Remove it from tbe fire when 
the camphor is dissolved and stir un¬ 
til tbe mass concretes. 


Dissolve a teaspoonfui of alum In a 
quart of water Wbeo cold stir In 
flour enough to give It the consistency 
ef thick cream, being particular to beat 
up all tbe lumps. Btlr In as much pow¬ 
dered rosin as will tie on a dime and 
throw in about six cloves to give It a 
•cent. Pour tbe flour mixture Into a 
teacup of boiling water, stirring well 
all the time. In a few minutes it will 
be of tbe consistency of molasses. 
Pour it Into an earthen or china dish. 
Let cool and stir In a small tampoonful 
eacb of oil of clovss and of sassafras. 
Put a cover on It and set in a cool 
place. When you need It for nse you 
can take a bit and soften it with warm 
water.

Lima is one of the most dangerous of 
cargoes for a vessel to carry. When 
It catches fire, as it frequently does, in 
spite of the greatest precautions 
against tbe admission of water Into 
tbe bold, it is almost impossible to ex¬ 
tinguish It. Tbe only method that ev¬ 
er avails is to stop every crack with 
soap, so that no air can reacb tbe lime. 
Sometimes this will stop the tire, but 
often these fires will burn for weeks, 
till tbe vessel sinks beneath tbe water, 
a mass of charred embers bolding to¬ 
gether. When a vessel with a cargo of 
lime once catches fire It is sure death 
to go below. Not long ago a schooner 
with a cargo of this commodity caught 
fire and was sealed up as tightly as 
possible.
